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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

Examiner acknowledges a submission of the amendment and arguments 
filed on October 31,2003. Claims 1 - 4, 7, 18, 24, 25, 28, 29 and 32 - 41 are 
deleted; Claims 5, 11, 23, 27 and 31 are amended. Amendment and arguments 
have overcome rejections under 1 12 (2), 102 (b) and 103(a). 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
An amended independent Claim 5 discloses, inter alia, the first and the second 
detectors, wherein the second detector, which has an operational amplifier used 
as a comparator, detects a noise in the power and being coupled to the switch, 
changes its conductivity in response to an instant value of the noise signal, thus 
canceling the noise in the power line. The closest references for the claim is 
Johansson, which discloses the detector detecting noise in the power and 
coupled to the switch, wherein a conductivity of the switch varies responsive to 
the second detector detecting noise components in the power, and varying the 
amount of power delivered to the target circuit in response to the noise 
component. However, the claim recites the schematic details of the second 
detector, which are not disclosed in the reference and were not found in the 
collected references of the prior art. 

An amended Claim 11 discloses, inter alia, the switch, which gradually 
closes in response to the first detector signal, wherein the switch is a first 
transistor having a gate terminal coupled to the first detector (RC circuit) via the 
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filter. Such limitation was not found in collected prior art of the record. The same 
limitation is recited again in the independent Claims 23 and 27, thus making them 
allowable. 

An independent Claim 31 discloses, inter alia, the first circuit means 
detecting a connection event between a device and a power source and the 
second circuit means responsive to the first circuit means and controlling the 
amount of power transferred from the power source to the device (load). The 
second circuit means include an RC circuit charged by the power source, 
wherein a voltage developed by the RC circuit is provided to the first circuit 
means. Providing the voltage developed across the RC circuit of the second 
circuit means to the first circuit means was not found in a collected prior art of the 
record. 

Allowability resides, at least in part, in the above-described limitations, 
which has not been disclosed in the Prior Art in a search.
